one. Besides, England rules Mohamme- 
diuis in other parts of her vast empire, 
though not many in any one place.

THE CYTHODE KAY. 


Scientists and medical men particu- 


larly and the public generally are dis- 
cussing the cathode or "X" ray and its 
adaptation to the art of photography as 
discovered by Professor Eoontgec of 
Germany. What is now known of the 
ray demonstrates the simplicity of 
many of tho so-called mysteries of 
nature. It shows that there aie sub- 
stances more sensitive to vibrations of 
rays of light than the human eye. 


Tho most satisfactory explanation of 


the discovery is that some material 
substances which are opaque, so far as 
human vision can determine, are yet 
transparent to vibrations of light so 
delicate that the eye cannot detect 
thorn. The eye is sufficiently sensitive 
to take cognizance of light vibrations 
through glass, water and many other 
substances, but it ia oblivious to rays 
passing through wood or the hand, 
though we know that they do pass 
through such substances and others of 
greater density and apparent opacity.
